They make titejr 4 #W**.*«nr linmediateTy 
felt amt»ug tin* hotels, the rasLiurauts. the theaters, 
other places of amusement and the retail stores, to 
say nothing of otiier ways iu which tliey distribute 
tlieir money lavishly. There can be no dispnting the 
fact iliat racing enlivens and advertises a commu- 
nity as few other agencies can. Siiwe tin* advent 
of the reginn* whi<*h has relegated the gambling 
featnn* to tlie rear and bmught the racing itself to 
the forefriHit 4*<iuditionK attendant u|mmi the sfMirt are 
«*utirely diff<*reiit from the old n*gime. witli its ob- 
Je«*rioiiabl«* iNKikmakiiig feature. N<»wadays racing 
is hN»k«sl iiiMui as a whol<*sonie outdoors amusement, 
ill itim-li the same way that the theater domiuut«*s 
tie* indoor amusement field. 

INDICATIONS POINT TO WONDENFUL SEASON. 

'Hie racing of fannuis lM»rses f»>r prin<*el.v sums 
has createil a real sentim«*iit f«*r the sisirt that i*ou- 
stitutes a bulwark against auy insidious attack 
viiich may Is* lauti<*h<d .igaitist it. EviUenc*cs are 
not lacking that the appraaebing spring season of 
IIm* sia»rt in K«*uta<*k.v will mit suffer by «*<mip;iri- 
S4UI with its pnMlei-essors. In fact, all iiidi<*atioiis 
iKiint to quite tlie nu»st wonderful season the Kcn- 
liM'k.v tracks have ev«*r eiij«»yed. 

TIh* horses that have i»eeii iioininated for the 
stakes that ar«* to la* run at the various Kentucky 
tracks reiires«*nt the cream of .Vmerican thorough- 
breds. Kixis’-eight days «»f such racing as Ken- 
tiH'ky offers <*anuot lie otherwise than apia*aliug 
to the owners of high>claK8 stables. The new 
srh<*dule fits in esia?fially well with the re<iuir(*- 
nieiits of thosi* owners wlio are planning to race at 
Saratoga iu August. With the closing of the Ken- 
tucky circuit raeiug iu mid-July, then* will U* 
.suffU iciit lime for a c«»iivcnieiit transfer i»f staliles 
to Sarat«iga iu preparation for the oiK*iiiug of tlie 
s|s»rt at that note<| ini<l-suniiiier racing «*ul<*r. And 
when the racing is over at Saratc^a. it will Is? time 
for lh<* horses to **onie back to Kentucky for the 
ultraefive full me<*tiiigs to la* held herea!a>uts. 

It is a source of parth-ular gratificatiou to the 
well-wdslM*rs ami patrons of racing at laitoniu that 
the memb**rs of the Kentucky Slate K:t(*iiig t'om- 
mission should have i>HH»giii»e«l the ju.sti«*e of the 
claims of Latiuiia I** a larger share <»f racing time | 
than was alUdted «»uc year ag<». 'riie patrouage 
of racing at I.at4»nia has expanded aud gmwii in 
nn-eut years as at uo other track iu all .\m«*rica. 
It is in appreciation of this growing isipuiarity of 
the siwrt at Latonia that tleueral Maiiitger John 
llachmeisti'r re«*«*iitl.v increased the value of the 
laitoiiiii iDerliy to ?10.000 udd4*<l and established 
otlier valuable stakes. in<*luding the Latoiiia ('ham- 
piouship Stakes, which will have it initial running 
ill the fall of 191«. with an estimated value of 
alMMit $riO.OUU. It is Manager Ha<*limeister's ainbi - 1 
tiuu to make I.attouia the greatest of all Am«*ricau 
race tracks aud the Latonia (’hampionship Stakes 
is a stepping stone in that tlirectioii. Latonia a*- 
ready has a splendid client(*le and that it will have 
a wonderfnll.v* su«*is-ssful aud brilliant meeting iu 
Juue aud July is an entirely safe prediction.

first of June, if that early. Such stars as Hourless, 
Omar Khn.v^'am. Wt'st.v Ibigan. (Tidgel, Old Kose- 
binl, U4>am4*r. eti*.. :is a general thing, wait, on the 
Rriioklyii or the Suburbsiii. Rut this year is destiiieil 
to In* unique in racing histor.v. for fudge*!, Omar 
Khayyain. Westy il4igaii ami lloamer. and. maybe, 
liourless may sisui be racing in Marylaml. These 
liorses are aiming the numerous nominations for the 
Pimlu*o Kpritig iluiulicap. Omar Khayyam. Westy 
Hogan ami ('udgel. which wint4*red hereabouts, the 
first two named at Reiming track, the last at Yar- 
riiw Brae Farm, iu Hiiward County, Maryland, are, 
barring sickn 4 *ss or ac4*ident. sure starters. Remmer, 
which Jack Goldsborough has been training at tlie 
old Gravesend track, is a fairly certain starter, and 
Hourlcss. wdiich Samuel Hildreth wintered at Bel- 
mont Park, is a iiossibility. Old Ibisebud is rather 
a iloubtful pro;iositiou. He is just getting over a 
i*old. aud. moreov(*r. one of his legs is under sus- 
picion. 

('udgel, most eastern trainers seem to think, is 
the most forward of tin* three great four -year -olds 
which ma.v start. Then* is no training track at 
Yarrow Brae Farm, but H. ff. Bedwell had Cudgel 
galloping briskly over th** siiud.v roads «if Howard 
i'ounty for nion* than six we<*ks b4*fore he shippeil 
him to Havn* de (frace track, tvhere the stable of 
J. K. L. Ross is training just now. and. since his 
irrival at Havre de Gni4*e. ('udgel has b;*4*n three 
ir four miles iu 1:43 aud 1:44 and tunied a half in 
IS. ('udgel. proliably, will start at Havn* de Grace 
in either the Philadelphia 4»r the Susquehanna Hand- 
icap. Bedwell’s eye lights with enthusiasm when 
he talks of Cudgel. He d4*clarcs that the son of 
BnMimsti4*k ami Eug<‘iiia Burch is the best horse In* 
“V4*r trained, if not the bt*st he ever saw. and he is 
willing t4» back him to b<*at any four-year-old iu 
tli4* 4-ountr.v.

Richard ('anuan. the trainer of Wilfrid Viau’s 
•4trong hand, wanted to start Westy Hogan and 
Omar Kha.vyam at Bow’ie. and he wonld have done 
it if it had b4*eu possible fojr the Soathern Maryland 
\grh*ultrral .secret.*! r.r to have framed 

t race in which the.v might have started that 
W4iuld have attracted an.v other horse. 

Neither Omar Klmyyam nor Westy Hogan has 
galloped any fast miles, but they had plenty of shed 
work when the weather was too cold for gaHoping 
out of doors and they had enough slow work since 
they have been able to get out of doors, which was 
s«in»e eight w«eks back, to put them on edge. All 
they will neeil is a bit of fast work to shariien their 
s|iee<l. It wonld be unwise to send any horse this 
way from N'4*w York on the tlie4iry tiiat Westy 
Hogan and Omar Khayyam are not tit. There are 
•ither fiiniiidable Pimlico Spring Handicap <*andi- 
latcs ill tli4»sc parts, notably Mr. Ross’ Fitzwiliiaras, 
lohii Luiiisiien’s Ba4*heIor’s Bliss, another Britisher, 
ind Eiiward U. Bradley’s Kalitan, last year’s Preak- 
:i4*ss winner. 

Kalitan will lie traim*d for the I’imlico Spring 
Ilandi4*ap h.v young Max Hirsch. who has brought 
last .rear’s Futurity winner. Papp, to Maryland, 
with Cum Sail and Arrali Go On. to train fiir the 
Pn*akness, Kalitan fell lame after his brilliant 
IM*rfonnaii4*e in the Preakiiess. a ni4*<* in wlu4*h lie 
d<‘f4?ated A1 M. I>H*k, another son of Dick Fiiincll. 
wliii'Ii. as Lila*rt.v I.<4ian, was destined to win the 
{.M-tloiiia Deriiy for A. K. Ma<*omlier. But he 1ms 
wintered hauds4iiii(*ly and haiks like a cup luirsi*. 

Kdwanl R. Bradley, under whostr cohirs Kalitan 
won the Preakuess of 1917. has no <*andi(late for this 
,v«*ar’s i*eiiewal of Pimlico’s three -year-ohl siiecial. 
hut lie has turned over to the Mar.vlaiid Jo4*ke.v Club, 
to be offered in coiuiectiou with this year’s Preak- 



ness. the famous WciodRiwii Vase, which fell to 
Kalitan last .rear. 

Turf f<»lks everywhere will lie glad to know that 
the Maryland J<M*ke.v Club will not have to abandon 
Pimlico track. Govermir Harrington has just signed 
a bill which iiermits racing with b(*ttiiig at Pimlico 
track in spite of the fact that the old course is now- 
in Baltimon* city. 

Bowie track this spring has been the finishing 
pla<*e of several proniisiiig jo4*keys. Jose Rodrigues, 
a sixte4*n-.vear-4ild tail from Estramadura. in old 
Siiuin, tiM* birthplace of llern.*:ndu ('ortes and many 
other gallant Spaniuixls of the age w’hen Spain was 
great, hsiks alxiiit the liest Just now. Tin* veteran 
James .\rthur has Rodriguez in tow and he declares 
that he has never huudle<l a more promising young- 
ster. Nor is Arthur the only admirer of Master 
Jos«*. The racing regulars to a man pronoiim*e him 
a comer. He is alert enough at the starting gate 
and then* is uo rider anyw’her** more iiatient. He 
waits as Rislfern ami Odom used to wait and his 
notion of pu4*4* is first rate. Arthur will take this 
.voungstcr to N«'w York aft‘*r the finish of the 
Maryland racing season and l:is ris*3 is sure to be 
rapid. 

Saiiily Mc.Naugu ton’s urbane .voungstcr. Kunimer. 
is back ami going well. Kuninier’s liest asset is his 
quickness at the starting gat**. lie seems to be 
ready always. Moreover, he is as 4*ourageotis as 
they make them. He never takes the outside if 
there Is anything resembling a hole by the rail 
through whicdi he can slip. He is not as iiatient 
as is Rodriguez, hut, b<>ing an intelligent lad. he 
gives heed to advU*** aud will learn. MeNaughton 
has luKl several bids for Kummer. but he iwefers 
to ki*ep the bo.v fur himself. MeNaughton has 
horses. tw’o-.vear-oldK and three-year-olds, of which 
he ex|iects suniethiiig this .vear. 

MANY PROMISING APPRENTICE RIDERS. 

Little Mergler, wlio belongs to Eilw'urd Heffner, 
seems tu have profit*?d by his winter’s experience. 
He has a4*quired confidenc-e at the starting gate, 
be handles his horses w'ell on turns and he rides 
as energetic a finish as any boy. Stirling, also, 
is showing to better advantage than he did last 
fall, bnt he is as wild and as uadiscipUned gs a 
broncti. Never afraid to risk Ms own neck to get 
a mount nheuil. he never seems to rare w’heu he 
puts other boys in jeoiiardy. Two or three sus- 
pensions probably wuuhl teach him better track 
manners and tlie sooner he is taken in hand by the 
stewards, the better it will lie for him and for the 
boys with whom he rides. 

Little Erickson, another haruni scarum lad who 
does not seem to know what fear means, should 
develop rapidly. He knows how to miud his eye at 
the barrier and he rides with energy and judgment. 
'The development of these lads is of great imiiortanci* 
to racing in the east. War is making heavy drafts 
on the country’s riding talent. Everett Haynes has 
entere*! the army and is in the motor cycle c*>n»« 
at San Aiitiinio; J. Biitwell has joined Hie colors and 
a half dozen other jockeys are exiiecting the call 
daily. 

Edwaril Trilie. who took the place of Dade as 
starter at Bowie, luaile an ex<*elleiit impression. 
Tribe came here from the west and the east, with 
4*haracteristic pig-headedness. refused to believe 
that he could start horses until he showed ns. Tritu* 
is a man of the (’assid.v sort. He w'astes little time 
at tlie luirrier. When he gets a field fairl.v well 
groiiiN**!. he lets it go whetluT the horses are at a 
standstill or whether they are moving. If the stew- 
ards of the JiK'key (’lull iiermitted Mars Cassidy 
to employ similar tactics about .New York. Cas- 
sid.v’s work would be much lietter thau it has been, 
(’assidy is the greatest exiioiieiit of the **m«iviug 
start” the country has since the Australian starting 
gate came into use iu this country.

tuhlished a new rei-iird fiir the pr4*sent Iw-al training 
seas*in. He 4 * 4 ivered the iiiih* iu the folhiwiug fra<*- 
tions— 1*.». 24^.. 3«^.. ."*0. l:<r_*%. 1:1.14^, l:29*?i, 

l:43V£. The <*oIt. with jockey (iroth in the sachlle. 
larried r*4iiisid4‘rably more than his Derby W4*ight. 
He was a<*4*ouipaiiu*4l iu the work by the four-.vear- 
«*hl Midwav. tin* imir working together all the way. 
Trainer Ward hail instructed Groth t4» make the ihUp 
iu 1:43 and the Imy rat4*d the colt almiist faultlessly 
by 4-oniing within one- fifth of a se<*4iii4l of this time. 
The eiilt 4*o4il4Hl out in gi*od style aud sh4>wi*4i no 
signs of distn»ss. 

Ill i*omiueiitiiig ou Escoba’s preparatuiu fiir 11 m* 
Derby trainer Ward state<l that he nev4*r trained a 
<*«*lt with better satisfacthm. “He will go t4i tli4* 
IKist as fit t4i run as any of the 4*oiitestaiits. and. 
wh4*ther he wins or loses the Ilerliy, the pr4*paratioii 
he is now r4H*eiviiig will not prevent him from 
starting in subs4‘4iiieiit rai-cs,” is tlu* way that Mr.

Re- 
garding whom l»Jid l»*.*en sele4*ted to ride the <*4ilt iu 
his Derby eiigag4*inent Mr. Ward said that question 
would be* settled by Messrs. Alexaiidi r and Morris. 

Other moves during the nmriiing by Derby eligibh's 
included three -iiuarters by C. C. Van Meter’s Happy 
Tiioiight. which covered the distance iu iredit- 
ahle time. Lucky B.. in the stable of O. A. Bi- 
am*lii. ran a steadying mlh* and a quarter iu 2:17 
ami is the first <*aiididate to traverse the full Derby 
rmiti*. Nelsweep W4*iit handily thi*e<*-quart4*rs. un- 
der VV. Knapp’s guidani*'*, and hung up l:l« for 
the distiiuee. Eiios. owned by the Pastime Mtuble. 
was given an “iqM^iier” at a half mile in prepara- 
tion for his next work, which will be at one mile.

To date the 
big race has been viewed with desultory interest, which will soon change to 
a condition of lively inquiry and close scanning of the progress of the can- 
didates. The Lexington meeting begins a week from next Tuesday. In its 
progress many of the western Derby horses will be given the benefit of a race 
or two with results, good or bad, as the case may be, which will serve to 
nourish and foster public interest to the fever point. 

A point of suspense affecting the race is the doubt as to whether such 
leading candidates as Papp, War Cloud, Jack Hare Jr., Bosie O’Grady and 
others now in the east will be brought west to start in the Derby or not. Un- 
der normal conditions of transportation the majority of them could be counted 
on as certain participants. But at present the matter of transportation by 
rail is beset by unoertainty and, unless this situation is cleared up favorably, 
the chances are that their owners will race them in the Preakness Stakes in- 
stead of coming west to try for the more valuable and longer established 
western race. The recent action of the Maryland Jockey Club in setting the 
date for the decision of the Preakness Stakes at four days later than Derby 
Day may prove helpful to the big Kentucky race and induce owners, now in 
a divided state of mind, to try for both of these desirable races. 

However, the Kentucky Derby is the Kentucky Derby. Whether the 
eastern contingent comes to Churchill Downs or not, a hig field will muster 
at the barrier and a good race will follow. To say nothing of lesser lights, 
which may attempt to repeat the Donerail surprise, such proved good ones 
as Sun Briar, Escoba, High Cost, Everest, Atalanta, American, Aurum, Free- 
cutter, Ocean Sweep, American Ei^le, Plum, Olive Wood, Tally, Jas. T. Clark, 
Boniface and Viva America are available to furnish a contest worthy of the 
h^hest traditions of the race. 

Under the conditions of the Kentucky Derby, colts carry 122 pounds, 
geldii^ 119 and fillies 117. But there is a condition which says ''non-win- 
ners of a three-year-old race of the value of $1,500 allowed five pounds.” It 
follows that every eligible to the race now has that allowance in advance. 
Maidens are allowed twelve pounds. In presenting the past performances of 
every horse entered in the race, each one is given the weight it would carry 
if the Derby was to be run today. If, before the real day of the race arrives, 
any of them should win a race for three-year-olds of the net value of $1,500, 
the five-pounds allowance would be lost. Similarly if any now maiden should 
win a race it would lose the twelve-pounds maiden allowance. 

Here is what every horse nominated to the Derby has done in racing and 
those interested would do well to preserve this copy of Daily Kacing Form 
for reference and study:

Furcliaso of Yearlings a Lottery — Highest Priced 
Often Prove Most Worthless and Vice Yersa. 



“The old apliorism. proimunced years ago by one 
of tlie sages. Iliat ‘You can’t tell by tlie looks of 
a frog how far he can jump.’ is especially applic- 
able to many branches of the r.iee horse luisiness.’’ 
writes Charles E, Bn»ssmaii. “Nothing in racing is. 
|H*rliaps, attended with more trouble and less satis- 
faction than the purchase of yearling.s, as tlie l»est- 
l<K>king. most fashionabl.v bred and liighest-priee<l 
f«ies often prove to Ix' the most worthless. Tliis 
is as it should be, for if it were not so the man 
with the most iiiore.v would control racing, own 
all of tlie best horses, and the less wealthy indi- 
viduals would liave no ehaiiei* at all. Rut as it is 
ever.v one has an even bn>ak, and the man with 
onl.v a small stable, <*omiM»s«sl <»f horses that oiil.v 
cost medium prii-es as .ve::rlings. will ofttinies win 
more races and more nioiiey than the stable of the 
millionaire that eoiitains nothing but horses which 
as yearlings cost a king’s ransom to purchase, the 
highest-priced ones often proving to lie utterl.v 
valueles.s as race horses. 

“In the selection of yearlings many things are 
to lx? considered — confoinaation. soundness, general 
appearance, action, dlsimsition and breeding are all 
important factors, but, as no one can tell whether 
the yearling will develop that never-give-up fight- 
ing spirit that contends to the last jump, and gives 
its last ounce of strength freely and willingly, 
and seems to delight in strc*nuous, furious battle 
— an attribute tliat every first-class race horse 
innst i)oss<*ss, without w’liieh. no matter how fault- 
less his conformation, royal his hree«ling, he will 
turn out to be a counterfeit. That is the spirit that 
made John L. Sullivan ‘the noblest Roman* of them 
all.’ and we notice that even in tliese troubleil 
times, when all the world is at war and important 
events are happening every day, and the news- 
p.nix*rs full of sensational calamities, the prominent 
dailies all over the connlry devote r*onspieiious 
places. <idiimu after column, to kindly tributes to 
his memory. All because his heart was in the 
right place. 

“No one can tell whether or not a yearling will 
develop into a brave, game race horse, or a sulker, 
rogue or slacker with a faint heart that almost 
collapses whenever the bugle blows and the colors 
are up. That is the reason why we must liave race 
tracks and actual contests if we expect to im- 
prove the breed. Racing is therefore not merely 
a sport, but a patriotic, economic necessity. 

YANKEE ONE THAT MADE GOOD. 

“Yankee was a higli-piieed yearling that made 
good and he brought over $20,01)0 at public auction 
as a yearling and more than w’on himself out the 
next year in one race when he w’on the Fnturit.v. 
He also proved to be a successful sire both in this 
country and France since his retin?meut to the 
stud. 

“It Is, liow'ever. unusual for the highest-priced 
yearling to be among the best two- year-olds of the 
next year. Morello was so little thought of as u 
yearling by the sale ring exiierts that Frank Van 
N’ess secured liim for a trifle, yet he proved to 
lx? the best horse of his time and W’as a success 
as a sire. The most famous owners and trainers 
in Kentucky stood around and saw May Hempstead 
sell for almost notliing when she was really worth 
more moiie.v than any other yearling that was sold 
in Kentucky that year. Numerous instauees, both 
in this country and abroad, familiar to all horse- 
men, could be citiMl along this same line, which 
only goes to prove that the most competent men 
ofttimes err in their judgment when it comes to 
selecting yearlings. 

“Any good, vigorous, sound, rugged yearling by a 
sire that was a race horse out of a mare from a 
family whose daughters all along the line produced 
winners will proliably race sueeessfully, always pro- 
viding that it has the proper training. Some train- 
ers always have winners; others don’t, but as each 
owner has an inalienable right to have his horses 
traiueil in any manner which pleases him best no 
objection ought to be made on that score. Each 
yearling is an individual proposition at any rate, 
and what W'ould be the right treatment for one 
would possibly be exactly w’rong for another; there- 
fore, it is up to the trainer to know what to do, 
or to do the best he can, for the race track test will 
settle all arguments as to breeds and methods. 

“The yearlings that will bring exorbitant prices 
in the sjile ring will be the ones that are closely 
related to the stake winners of the years before, 
but no one can tell with any degree of certainty 
what the next crop of yearlings will develop. The 
champion of the year may come from some sire little 
patronized and has not as yet had an opportunity, 
or from some young marc that has not produced n 
winner. It would be well, therefore, for a prospec- 
tive purchaser to attend all sales and not let a 
goixl- looking, well-bred yearling pass at a reason- 
able price lx»cause he diX^sn’t happen to belong to 
what is just now one of the ultra- fashionable fami- 
lies.’’

Tx'xiugton, Ky.. April 13. — That all wlio are in- 
terested in racing ma.v know six^eifieally what the 
Kentucky State Racing Comuiissiun is exix?4*ting and 
lias planned with regard to the raising of the 
000 that has Ix^en pledged by the thorouglibreil horse 
interests to the .American Red Cross War Fund, the 
following is taken from the minutes of the meeting 
of the Commission here on April «: 

“Upon motion duly made, seeondcfl and carried, 
the racing associations licensed b.v tlie Kentucky 
State Racing Commission are requested to raise 
$l(i0.000 during the year 1918 for the .American Re«l 
(’ross War Fund, and the managers of the several 
licensed associations being present agreed to do so. 

“UiKjn motion duly made and seconded, the fol- 
lowing resolution was earrieil; 

“Resolved, by the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission. that the resptH-tive racing associations op- 
erating under litxmse of this ('omniission be and are 
requested to retain from all purses, stakes and 
muiievs w'on by the various horses racing on tlie 
several tracks the sum of 10 ixr cent of all said 
purses, stakes and moneys so won or siilfieieut 
thereof to prodm*e the gross sum of $75,000 during 
the year 1918 and remit the sums eolleetiHl to this 
Commission within ten da.vs after the coneliision of 
their n*speetive race meetings. 

“Resolved, that the said associations condition all 
of their purses and stakes in keeping with the fore- 
going resolution. 

“Upt.n motion duly made, seconded and carried, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, b.v the Kentiiek.y .State Racing Com- 
mission. that the several nieing assoedations oix*r- 
ating under litsuises of this Commission retain 10 
lK*r cent or siitlielent tliereof to pnxluee the aggre- 
gate sum of $2.5.000 during the year 1918 from tlie 
salaries and pay of all emplo.ves and jockeys of said 
several racing associations, and remit the sum so 
collected to this Commission within ten days after 
the iMmeliision of their resix*ctive meetings. This 
resolution shall apply to all persons drawing salar- 
ies of $5 or more ix»r day. For all eniplo.ves re- 
ceiving less than $.5 p«*r day during race meetings 
the several racing ass<x‘iations shall pay 10 i»er 
i-ent of the wages so paid. 

“Uix>u motion duly made, seconded and carried, 
the following n*solution was adopted: 

“Itosolved, by tlie Kentucky State Raring Com- 
mission, tiiat the breeders of thoroiighbre<l horses 
»x* and are reijuested to raise for the RimI Cross 
War Fund tlie sum of .$40, (KK) and remit the same 
to this Commission.’’

THOROUGHBRED CROSS FOR CAVALRY 



J. E. Madden Declares That This Blood Without 
Doubt Improves Coarser Strain of Horses. 



The following letter, written by John E. Madden, 
is piiblisheil in a current issue of 'i'lie Rider and 
Driver: 

“I have your letter of March 20 and I had noted 
that the State Racing ('onimission had riMommended 
in its annual reix>rt that a sum of money lx? si*t 
aside for the purchase of thoroughbred stallions to 
be placed in the ninil sections of New York and 
erosse«i with the coarser strains for breeding eavalrjr 
remounts. 

“.\owr. as you know. I am a friend of all branches 
of the ligiit horse — thoroughbred, trotter, hackney 
and saddle horse — and 1 think this recommendation 
a giHMl one. made at a very appropriate time, 

•*In m.v mind there is no doul»t that the thoroui'Ii- 
bred blcxxl improves tlie coarser strains of liois**s. 
'I’he natural gait and the gait transmitteil by the 
tlioroiighbrcMl is the run. By long nst* ami careful 
breeding the thoroughbred blood, which is the foun- 
dation of the .American trotter, has been made to 
trot naturally; but for cavalry the natural gait and. 
in times of emergency, the gait needed is the run. 

“1 do not know that 1 have ever seen any «>f the 
get of the thoroughbred stallions pla<*e<l In the state 
of New’ York, but I have heard that in sections of 
the state wrhere the foals re«*elve eare and atten- 
tion. they make admirable horses for pleasure and 
general utility purposes. I have seen mau.v foals by 
thoroughbred horses out of I’ommon farm mares, 
wrl’ieh were indisputably a suewss for alm4>st any 
general purpose, and I have no liesitatioii in sa.viug 
that the thoronghbreil blood is* the foiimlatiou hhxxi 
in all of the families of tlie light horse. 

“What breed of stallions have you in mind that 
should lx? distributed among the fanners of New 
York state to improve the brefsl for army ]mr|x»ses? 
Please reply to this, for I am anxious to have your 
views on the subje<-t.’’ 

In answer to the foregoing and also in reply to a 
criticism of the thoroughbred cross in The 3'r*>tter 
and Pac*er, we w’ould refer to an adrlress by the 
editor of The Rider and Driver. advm*ating the 
cross, delivered before the New York State Brecvl- 
ers’ .Association at Utica in 1913, and to actual r»'- 
sults of the thoroughbred cross on grade mares as 
so favorably reported in these columns last spring 
ami fall from the Livingston county fair in the 
Geneset* 5’alley. New York.— Editor of The Rider

The male descent from Rataplan comes imlely 
throngh Wis<1om. who.se son Sir Hugo was well 
established in Australia through Sir Fixrie. but 
never made gmxl in England. Ia>ve Wisely W’:is 
iniieh more successful ami may even have lx*en a 
better horse, at any rate, he sired an exi*ellent s«>ii 
here in Bridge of Fanny, whose son Cantilever lii- 
Iieritwl the paternal merit and now stands at Wis- 
sett Stud. Halesworth. Suffolk. Cantilever’s defeat 
of Tnu*ery will be long rememheretl, as also will 
his Cambridgeshire victory at a time when he was 
far from well. It should be remembereg! of this 
Wisilom line of blood that it eom«*s through Blink- 
hoolie (son of Rataplan — Queen Mary), which was 
one of the finest stayers ever knowrn.

Jix'key 
Club Cup and Gold Vase at Ascot. His dam.

T.vnedale, Dulesniaii and West- 
wiek. all well-known sta.vers, but Blinkhwdie fairly 
spreadeagled tliem — in fact, only three pas.si*d the 
post. He won, pulling up. 1>3’ six lengths from 
Tnx’adero. .At the same meeting he hud slaughtered 
Julius at even weights by six lengths for the Gold 
Vase, though Julius the year lx»fore had given 
Blinkhoolie fourteen pounds and beaten him out of 
a place for the ('c?sarewiteh, wh<*n Bliiikh«x>lie 
startl'd favorite at 2 to 1.

Tlie following year Mr. Ling's Arcite, ante-post 
fa v«H*ite right up to tlie day of the race, was not a 
starter, being withdrawn liecause tlie track was 
heavy from tlie rain that fell the night before and 
the <ia.v of the c*ontest. 

In 1908 tlie stable started Sir <’leg<*s in the ho|>e 
of pulling d«iwn the rich prize, but the colt finished 
KiH«ii:d beliind Stone Street. This race was a big 
u|Mu*t for those who backed Sir ('leges. 

Four .vears later the stable was again disappointed 
when Free I^n<*e ran iiniiiaeed. due. no doubt, to 
the fact that he was not imrtial to the heavy track 
conditions that prevailed tlie da.v of the ra«*e. The 
winner turtieil up in Worth. <*arrying the col<irs,of 
II. 4'. llallenlj 4 H*k. A short time after Free Lance 
itiiuh* amends by beating Worth, Siirite and The 
Manager in the Latoiiia Derby, run over a fast 
track. 

Ill 1913 tlie stable had no candidate, but the fol- 
lowing year Kalidi was selected as the standard 
IsTirer.

1 r*ecutt<*r's chief victory as a tm’o-year-old was

4‘aruings amoiintf*d to $7,264.

GOLDEN DATS OF THE AMERICAN TURF— REMINISCENCES OF 
FAMOUS RACERS AND PROMINENT TURFMEN 



Replete mith inten*stiug n*niinis<*ences and side- 
lights of tlie golden days of tin* turf is a resume 
of the history of racing at Saratoga and famous 
races at oth«*r eastern tracks in mrliich an eastern 
turf mriter. after referriug to the blighting effec ts 
of the crusade against the great si>ort of thorough- 
bred racing, goes ou to say: 

“But the Puritan present cannot outride and ride 
d<imu the cavalier past. As we are watching to- 
night under the arching Saratoga elms the golden 
memories of the long ago <*ome trooping back again. 
We hear the shouts of the thmisiuids watching the 
battle between Lmgfellom' and Harry Bassett at 
l»ng Branch re-echoed by more shouting thousands 
mheii these splendid <*hanipions of afaramrny turf 
meet again at Saratoga. Th** hoof beats of Salvator 
over the prenared track ai Monmouth, when a new 
rec-onl f«ir the mile was established, ciwie liack to 
i us through the years as w’e listen in memory to 
the hoof lieats of Springbok and Preakiiess. as they 
rac<* ne<*k and iie<*k past the judges’ stand on even 
terms for the Saratoga Cup. 

“Those are mellow memories of mellow times, 
when gentlemen drank from tin* stirrup eup. when 
gentlemen were siiortsmen and sportsmen w«*re gen- 
tlemen. and miieu the American thorouglibred ran 
true to his form. Those were the days when the 
first August Belmont and John Hunter and William 
R. Travers, mho kigether om*ned and ra«*ed tlie 
great Kentuck.v, and James M. Marvin, the first 
president of the Saratoga Racing Asso<*iation, and 
L*onard Jerome, m'ho m*on man.v a dollar on One 
Dime, and tjen. Stephen Sanford, still looking 
through his field glass<*s at the racing of horses of 
his <iwii breeding at the Iliirricana Farm. ra<?<^ for 
glory first and money last and then talked it all 
over at a dinner at Moon’s, washed 4 lom’n with an 
old burgundy or an older |iort. 

“FATHER OF AMERICAN THOROURHBRED.’* 

“And tiien there came that later epoch when the 
get <if I^exiugtoii, ‘the father of the .Viiierican thor- 
oughbn*<l,’ aud Kentucky and Lmgfellow and Bonnie 
Scotland and Virgil and tHeiiclg and Himyar came 
to the races, and the butcher brothers of Brooklyn, 
Mike and Phil Dmyer, mvre invincible on the race 
<*ourses of the east from the days of Rhadamantlius 
to the da.Ts of Hanover. To be sure, the measure 
of the Dm.vers’ horses was sometimes taken by tliose 
turfmen from the Kentucky blue grass, (’hinii and 
Womlfonl and Milton Young aud J. W. Hunt Reyn- 
olds. and later by James R. Keene, the sturdy and 
grizzled vk*e-ehainnaii of the Jo<*key ('lub. But 
individual turf history has no finer reeonl. not even 
that of the Duke of Westminster, or the Esirl of 
Rosi*ber.v or even of England’s late king, than that 
of the Dw 3 -er brothers mhile their r«*d. blue sash 
and n*d cap were carri4?d bj* Rhadamanthus, the 
black beauty that m’as their first thoroughbred ven- 
ture; Bramble, Miss WotMlfonl, (leorge Kinney, 
Barnes, Hindoo. Luke Blackburn, Trenioiit, Hanover 
and Handspring. 

“And then came tliat m* 4 »steni invader, E. J. 
(Liick.v) Baldmin. lucky in mining and lucky on the 
turf, mhen he bmught from the bnud acres of the 
Santa Anita ranch in <*aliforiiia, 3.04W miles across 
the contiueiit. Los Angeles, that wonderful daughter 
of (Jleiielg — La Polka, to measure strides with 
the iiest iu the east and beat tliem; Mission Bell, 
mimse tolling as slie flaslKMl by the wimiiiig pwt 
kneiUMl the defeat of some of the smartest fillies 
brwl in Kentucky or anywhere else, ami the mighty 
Empenir of Norfolk, believi^l by Baldwin to Is? the 
greatest tlioroughbred that ever m*ore plates, aud the 
game Volante. 

“And b.v :ind by in tliose olden, golden days 
came that lusty, crusty, fighting Irishman. Ed 
t'orrigaii. with Modesty, ipieen of the turf of her 
time: Freeland, which » 4 H*med to lie fit to race 
for any man’s money on any day and on any track, 
and Pearl Jennings, she that could rai*e :ind win 
straight miles or mile heats with 4 iiiual satisfaction 
to her owner and her backers. 

DAYS OF THE LORILLARDS AND DWYERS. 

“Meanwhile the brothers Lirillard. Pierre and 
treorge L. — Pierre, the master of Kauc 4 icas and the 
owner of the great Parole and Iroquois, the only 
-American-bred horse that ever won the Epsom 
D«‘rby, and Barrett and I'ncas; George L., owner of 
the great Monitor and the unbeaten Sensation and 
Ferida, which, like old Ben Holladay. could run 
better the farther slie w*ent — were battling for turf 
honors wdth the Dwyers and Milton Young and 
General Ja<-kson of Belle Meade and Baldwin and 
Corrigai: and the n*st and moi*e than holding their 
own. And right about here in the turf almanac 
ma.v be found the turf debut of tliose tw*o ultra 
insiiionalile 3 'oung gentlemen, Frederick Itebliard and 
E. Berry Wall. 

“Ikith tJebhard and Wall liad rccentl.v come Into 
their iiilieritaiic**s, Gebhanl by way of honest whis- 
key and Wall b.v tlie ropewalk. Wall was in the 
limeliglit as king of tlie dudes. Gebhard. quiet, self- 
Iiossessed, tall and broad of shoulder and as hand- 
some and well dr“ssed a Uuilevardier as any metrop- 
olis ever knew, was the owner of Eole. the splen- 
did sou of Eolus- War Sung; Eolist, b.v the same 
sire, and St. Saviour, later to become a sensational 
thoriiighbriHl and a scusatioiial sire. The siie<Hl aud 
stamina of Eole wen* transmitted to lUhelbert and 
bj’ 'lira to those gn*at thoniughlireds <if today. Fitz 
Herliert and Dalmatian. Wall broke int<i tlie turf 
with two horses. Wallflower aud Ghost. Phew! 
But It was a swift iiace that Gebhard and Wall set. 
Double eagles to eitlmr of them were as dimes, and 
there seemed to be no bottom to the cash barrel of 
either. But there was, aud poor Gebhard died in 
what to him must liave bt?en modest halgings on the 
liorder of the gay white way, which he knew and 
loved St. well. 

“Wall, as the story ctunes down through the 
years, ttsik umbrage at something Gebhard was 
alleged to have said. He concludetl to take up the 
matter and settle it in the barnim of the United 
States Hotel at Saratoga. Nobody outside of a 
few ever knew what n*ally took plac*e, but the 
pleasantest feeling did mit exist between the tw’o 
.vouiig meu aud the outcome «if it all was a lot of 
talk alHiut a mateh ra«*e lietween Eole and Wall- 
flow <*r. The match was not arrangt*d and so far 
as history records that was the last iiersoiial en - 
eouiiter lH*tween Gebhard and AA’all. But it was nor 
long after that Eole scored a memorable triumph 
when fiom jnist to finish he w<in for his owner the 
famous mateii ra«*e against Milton Young’s Getaway 
at Saratoga on August 12, 1881. Getawa.v was the 
favorite. b«t Kole w<iii the mateh by four lengths. 

“lolm Morriss<*y, champion prizefighter of the 
W’orld. (*oiigressm:in and first lessee of the Saratoga 
track, having iM'eii gatiiered to his fathers, 4'liarles 
Reed to the ownership of the famous 

Saratoga t'lub and became lessee of the Saratoga 
track. He had made the exiierimeut of raising 
thorougiii>ri*ds in the inirtli eountr.v «t the Meailow 
Br-Kik Faim on tho eastern shore of Saratoga laike. 
-Mliiough Iu* im:mrt<*d Feciitcr and Liwlnnder from 
England and had among his iii.ires the great Tliora 
and licaloiH-it. the venture was not a success. Then 
lie ibaadoiied the north eoimtry farm, went to Ten- 
nessee, biiuglit Exile and sent to the races such 
lMirs«*s as Dolibins and Yorkville Belle. 

GENERAL STEPHEN SANFORD OF AMSTERDAM. 

“General Stephen Sanford had lieen experimenting 
in the breeding of thoroughbreds at .Amsterdam. N. 
\ .. witli indifferent sue«*ess. In tlie Saratoga Club 
one night I{ei*d got the general 4 *ver in a corner and 
tohl liiiii he could never get size and strength and 
sjief'il in liorses bred in a <sild climate. 4Jener.il 
Sanford was a determined man. He usiially 
carried tlirougb to siiceess tliat whieh he had 
planned. He bad iiiad<* up his tuiiid to raise winning 
thuronglibr *ds on his own fjirm. even if that farm 
was in Mohawk V.-:lley and they liad to plough out 
the roads in winter to h*t even hig sleighs pass. 
So. iiiite «hara« teristically. *u rqdied to Ue»U; 

*R« e<l. you wait and s«h*. 1 siiall not oiilj* breed 
winners at Hurrieana, hut 1 sliall send to the races 
break«*rs of re<-ords. I give you my word and I 
ke«'p my wonl.’ 

“4Jeneral Sanford was a gentleman of the old 
S 4 *hool and of great dignity. Wlicn he made that 
statement to t'harles Reed it was to him tlie eipilv- 
alent of giving bi^ bond. It was absolutely neces- 
sary, therefore, to make good, and the general 
did. 

“In the old da.vs the Sanford purple and gold 
stri|ies were s|iorted b.v horses eutere<l by plain 
*S. Sanford.* For Mime reason or other the general 
«*oiieliul4*<1 to lot the tail wag the dog and for 
several years liefore the general’s d«*alh all of the 
SaufonI hors**s were sent to the races as owiuil by 
former eongre.ssmau John Sanford, General Sau- 
lurd’ii 4mly zou. 



“The combination of father and son made more 
than good the statement made by General Sanford 
to Charles Reed years ago. Tlie Sanfords* bought 
I the great Clifford and Isidor and some other stal- 
lions and installed them at Hurrieana, and then 
j they bought La Tosca of Pierre Lorillard and other 
royally bred matrons, and when they got ready 
they sent to tlie races a Chuctanun 4 lH and a Molly 
Brant and a Caughnawaga aud a Rockton. The 
Sanfords did not believe in early racing. They be- 
[ gan their eampaign at Saratoga. General Sanford 
had as much regard for his thoroughbreds as an 
art c*ollei*tor would hare for peaehblow vases or 
other rare Chinese iior(?elains. Along about 1901 or 
1902 he had u colt — muybe it was R 4 icktoii — that 
had shown pheiiomeiuil speed in its trials, and 
Ha 3 'ward, son of the famous old j 4 )ckey, who trained 
the Sanford horses at that time, thought tliat he 
had a Futurity winner. Not long after the stable 
had arrived at Saratoga, RtK-kton, if that were the 
colt, bucked his shins. General Sanford heard of 
it. At the track tlie next day he sent for Hayward 
and told him to send the <rolt back to the farm. 
‘But, General,* said Hayward, ‘bucked shins don’t 
amount to anything. He will be well iu a few days 
and we’ll win the Futurit 3 *.* ‘Hayward,’ said the 
general, ‘I told you to send that c?olt home. I 
think I have made my meaning quite clear.* The 
4?olt, with a few hairs off his shins, was sent back 
to Amsterdam and there was no Futurity to the 
Sanford’s credit. 

WONDEFLUL LONG-DISTANCE RACES OF OLD. 

“In that wonderful land that is bounded and 
INipiilatml by memories of the turf one may not 
wander witliout seeing all over again those woiidt*r- 
fiil loiig-distam*e rac»?s, like the Westchester Cup 
at Jerome P.ark. at two miles and a quarter, where 
GiMirge L. Ixirillard’s Monitor, with Costello in the 
saddle, took the measure of MeElineel’s General 
Moiirm*, ridden by the daredevil Fitzpatrick, aud of 
Eole, guideil by Billy Donohue, or the Monmouth 
(!up, at two miles aud a quarter, at the old Mon- 
mouth course, where Monitor again beat Eole by 
a scant length, Costello aud Donohue again being 
the j<K*ke.V8. 

“Then there Was the l!hanipion Stakes in the 
autumn of 1883 at Monmouth Park, at a mile and 
a half, when old Billy Hayward, then iu his prime 
as a jockey of the first water, piloted Monitor to 
victory again, beating brother Pierre Lirillard’s 
I’urole, with Feakes, the trailer, up. with Eole 
bringing up the rear in one of the greatest three - 
horse rac*es ever seen in this <xiuntr 3 *. 

“Ill tliat sain lueinorable 3 'ear of 1883. at the 
autumn meeting at Monmouth, tlie Moninoiith Stakes 
was run for at a mile and a half ou August 25. 
A three -year-old youngster of the name of (Jeorge 
Kinney, with the famous jiM'key and now well-known 
owner and trainer James 31eLuiighlin. wearing the 
colors 4 if the Dw 3 *er brothers, tlirew his gage into 
the ring to Eole, to Iroquois, to Mouitor aud to the 
I>W 3 'er bnithers’ Miss Woodford, most famous |ier- 
haps of all the grande dames of the Aiiierh*aii turf. 
While thousands elit*ered him on to victory George 
Kinm* 3 * made good his gage, beating Eole by a 
leugtii and a half and Eole beating Iroquois, the 
English Derby winner, by half a neck. 

“On tile folhiwing day there was a renewal of the 
Monmortli Stakes, in which the starters wer? Eole, 
tieorge Kinney. Monitor. Drake Carter, then owned 
by i’ierre Ixirillanl. and the same owner’s Iro^inois. 
Good old Eole this time taught the young George 
Kinney Ix'tter manners. In spite of all the skill of Mc- 
1 . 4 iughliu. Kole beat tJinirge Kinne.v by a length and 
a half. Then there wen* those battles in the Baden 
Biidea Cup. at tlm*e miles, at Saratoga, rao.st mem- 
orable of which i>erhaiis was the defeat of t'harles 
Reed’s great Thora b 3 * the Kentucky mare. Lida 
Stanlio|ie: aud those ra'*es for the great Ixing Island 
Stakes, with the Wuoillawn vase as a s|iecial prize 
thrown in. at four miles, were Eole oui*e lieat G. 
B. Itr.vsoii’s Bushwacker, that curious quadruped 
combim.tion of unc*ertaiu breeding that looked like 
a barrel with the iiead. tail and legs of a horse 
addeil to finish tlie cartoon. In that race the Coney 
Island Jockey <Uub added a .special prize if I/cxing- 
ton’s record for the distance was beaten, but it 
wasn’t. 

PEERLESS MISS WOODFORD’S GREATEST RACE. 

“Then there was that other ra<?e for the great 
Long Island Stakes—greatest perhaps of all — where 
the peerless Miss Woodford, under McLaughlin’s pa- 
tient and affectionate guidance, ran two heats of 
two miles each ami beat Drake Carter and Modesty 
three lengtiis in the first heat and four lengths in 
tlje seeoud. 

But old days pass and new days come, and one 
is brought up sharply with a reminder tliat the 
Victorian age and the niiieteeiith century are clos- 
ing. Two stars more brilliant than all the others 
shine ill the turf firmament. Hanover, the greati*st 
sou of Hindoo — Itourlioii Belle, and the unbeaten 
Treniont. both owneil b.v the Dwyer brothers, are 
sweeping ever 3 *thiiig before tlieiii. 

“Hanover liegot liaiuburg and a new turf magnate 
was liegotteii witli liini. John E. Madden, previ- 
oinsly known only on tlie trotting cin*uit, became the 
owner of Hamburg and Hamburg lMH*ame the king 
of the turf. Hamburg had his da.v and then tlie 
black whirlwind, Domino, son of Himyar and Mau- 
nie (Jray, 4 *anie on tti carry the wliite and blue imlka 
dots of James U. Keene to victory in the ]irineipal 
stakes 4 if his time. But one must not jiass by tlie 
re«*or<l of Domino without giving full eredit to Rich- 
ard Croker’s Dobliiiis, whicli made iiiiu hustle as 
he never hustled before, and to IIenr.v of Navarre, 
whieh gave him a g«Mid sound beating. 

“With tlie coming to tlie rat*es of Hamburg and 
Domino, what might be calLd the dynast 3 ' of highest 
siM*«*d on tiie American turf was established tlirough 
Hanover and Himyar. Hamburg was by Hanover, 
Haimver by Hindo«.i, llindoii by Virgil and Virgil by 
Vandal. Domino was b.v Him 3 'ar, Hiin.var by Alarm, 
Alarm by Eclipse and Kcliiise by Orlando. James 
U. Keene bought IhMiiiini from his breeder. Maj. B. 
4J. Thomas. When the black whirlwind broke down 
he was sent to Mr. Keene's Castleton Farm and be - 
gan his career as a sire under the wise direction of 
Maj. Foxhall Diiingerfield. Mr. Keene’s brother-in- 
law. And what a splendid lot of colts aud fillies 
Domino sent to the raws. There was the mighty 
Cominauilo ami Cap and Bell.s. that won the English 
Oaks, Mr. Keene giving all the filly’s winnings in 
tiie stakes to British charities. Then there M*as 
Disguise, tliat won the Jwke.v Club Stakes in Eng - 
laud for Mr. Keene, and Colin, by Commando, that 
Was never b«»aten in the two years that he met all 
«*oiners. .\ great line of winners for any one man 
to breed from a single sire. 

W. C. WHITNEY’S RACING DEBUT. 

“Madden retired Hamburg and sold him to Mar- 
cus I)al 3 *, whose untimely death put an end to tlK- 
Montana miner’s dream of establishing the greatest 
s>* 4 M*k farm in tlie world. Not long iH'fore the dis 
liersal sale at Madison Square Garden of the Daly 
stiick, William C. Whitney had servml notk*e that 
he was going to retire fniin all active business at 
><ixt.v. and in preparation for that retirement he took 
to the turf. The former secretary of the nav 3 ' ami 
the man who did much to make Grover Cleveland 
pn»siUent. didn’t know much about thoroughbreds 
at that time, and for tlie first year or two his 
horses ran in tlie name of Sydney Paget. Nobody 
every accused Mr. Whitney of being dull- witteil, 
and he bnuight to bear on his racing stable the 
same business foresight that had made possible the 
<‘onsolidation of all tiie street railways in New 
York and tlie fonuatiun of tin* American Tobacco 
Comiiiiii 3 '. Paget s«H»med to have carte blanche 
t<» bu.v anything on four logs that he wanteil and 
pa.v fm: it what he plca.sed. With the help of 
Paget and Madden Mr. Whitne.v gathered together 
a great stable. When he wanteil a horse he Iwught 
it ami the prii-e was no olijoct. He paid what many 
nn*n would regard as a liaiid.stiuie fortune for Nas- 
turtium, f<ir Kmlurance by Right, for Blue Girl, for 
Ballyhoo Bey. for Gunfire and for Y'ankee. 

“It didn’t take mort? than a year or two for Mr. 
Whitn«‘ 5 ' to a«ijuire suqfficient knowledge of the turf 
to run his horses in his own name. Tiien lie wanted 
to send to the races those of his own breeding. So 
he acquired a splendid projierty in the heart of 
Kentucky’s richest blue grass, bought on Madden’s 
advice Hamburg at the Daly dispersal sale, estab- 
lished him at the head of his stud and named the 
farm Hamburg Place. That is where Madden Is 
raising the hoiM*s that he is now sending to the 
r,n*es. Matters of finance h.ad developed in Wall 
street difTeix'nees lietwi'eii Mr. Whitney ami Mr. 
Ke«*iie. Mr. Keene was s«*miing home bred li«irs«‘s 
for the ru hest stak<*s of the turf ami winning them. 
Mr. Whitney went right after him with the produce 
of Ids owu fiinu. Hamburg did as well for Utg

“The pleasnn* of S. B. Joel’s visit to .Newmarket 
on Thursilay was niarreil 113 ' tin* accident to The 
Finch. |»arti«’iilarly as the horse had done so wt*ll 
since Loati^ t<M»k him in hand ami had bi*en going 
extra well in his work. Cutaway is a three-year- 
old brotlier to Ponimern that has not 3 et run. He 
was u bit of a ‘sloueh* last year, but appears t*» 
have made a lot of Improvement and now closely r**- 
sembles iu apin*arance his distingiiishefi relative. 
His liocks may be a little faulty, but they do not 
interfere with his action, which is partii'ularLv 
vmooth and effe<*tive when he is extende«l. and from 
having lieen a little impetiioiis he is now quite n 
fine <*olt. He has dom* plenty of work. ami. like all 
the Sefton Lodge horses, i.s well advam*(>d in condi- 
tion. I*rim*i*ss Nathalie has grown into a lieaiiti- 
fiil mare and has l»e«‘n striding along with Blue 
DaniilM* in such style that she ma 3 - 3 *et fulfill the 
promise of her juvenile days, when sin* was tlntught 
to lie something more than iis 4 *fnl. Uiv«*rslM»re 
(Brumby I . Polys 4 *o|x? (Donoghue) ami Pandioii had 
a g<*od exercise gallop over alMuit one mile ami a 
half, just brisk enough to extend them and make 
tla*n blow a bit.

Epiugh* 
and Thrac 4 *. Two newcomers to .Newmarket an* 
Arwiii aud Gallingow. Inith unknown quautiti<*s. but 
well-grow'u. goo«i-Usiking colts and attractive 
movers. Not a big one. but a iiiwlel of shuiie and 
qualit.Y is Cattegat, which has also to make his first 
apiiearauee ill publie. Watson has given him a hit 
of work and In* will belie his style of galloping if 
he does not turn out a race horse of iiior** t?ian 
average merit. Jaek I’oint, trained b.v Basil Jarvis, 
is half brother to Magpie, by Swynfonl. ami a slash- 
ing tine colt, go«id-looking enoiigli f«>r anything, but 
untried as .vet. and other Newmarket thn*«*-year- 
olds hav«* winter«‘d w*ell ami are gidng well are 
Freesia. King John. Galician. McNeil aud Earnu. 
The last has grown into a grand filly.”

honor of the Virgil family for several years as 
Domino did for that of the lino of Eclips *. I'p 
from Hamburg Place to meet the best of the east 
and west came the great Burgomaster and Bumble 
Bee, that met so untimely a death at Saratoga; 
Inflexible and Artful, thought by many to be the 
fastest horse or mare tluit ever looked through u 
bridle and that beat the mighty Sysonby in the 
Futurity. 

“But it was w’ith a liiwse of his own breeding 
that Mr. Whitney had his spiciest turf contest with 
Mr. Keene. Then came in the Futurity of 1900, 
ami its aftermath, the Flatbiish Stakes, in the same 
.vear. Mr. Whitney was so sure that he could win 
the Futurity with Ballyhoo Bc 3 ' if the colt g‘»t *ilT 
well that he brought Tod Bluan over from England 
—Sloan iu those days being notoriously quick at 
the barrier — and. according to the story, gave 81oaii 
$5,000 for the job. Ballyhoo Bey won and Mr. 
Keene £inishe<! seci*ud aud third with Olympian :im* 
Tommy Atkins resiiec lively. Neither Mr. Keene nor 
his son Foxhall were satisfied that Ballyhoo Be 3 * 
couhl beat Tommy Atkins, which the^ thonghC was 
the best two -year-old in the Keene stable. Tlie 
following wt»ek Ballyhoo Bey and Tommy Atklus 
met in the Flatbush Stakes and Atkins was trimmed 
again, but there were loud protests that the Keene 
horse ha<l lieen interfered with and that the race 
had not been truly run. K<?ene partisans and Whit- 
nev partisans became belligerent and tliere w.is talk 
of .1 mutch for almost any stake. As usual, nothing 
came of all the heated outiiour of wonls. Tommy 
Atkins soon afterward was shipped to England, 
where he had been entered for the Derby, but the 
Ill-starred colt died of pneum mia, either on the way 
over or shortly after arrival. Ball 3 *hoo Bey never 
started again. In due time he was sent to tliose 
luxurious w'inter quarters which Mr. Whituey had 
built for his horses at Westbury. L. I., along with 
Blue Girl, Nasturtium, Endurance by Right and 
Goldsmith. 

“John U.iggius was training the bursty that Mr. 
Whitney had sent tc England. He made a spicial 
trip over the ocean to look over the W'hitnej two- 
year-olds and pick out of those n-iminated the one he 
thought most likely to win the EnglLsh Derby. He 
hesitated for a time between Nasturtium and Gold- 
smith and then picked out the former bei anse of hl>i 
wonderful size, conformation and upimreut sta.ving 
qualities. But the sea fog came .ashore at West- 
bury and got into the lungs of all the best young - 
sters Mr. Whitney had. Neither Nasturtium nor 
Endurance by Right ever ran aftjr the two-year-old 
season. They had become hopeless roarers, as had 
Ballyhoo Bey. Goldsmith an4l Blue Girl. 

‘•But whi‘U one has wandered ilowii the ye.irs of 
turf history and romau4-e to the early 3*eura of the 
present century —only eight or te*i years .igone the 
tale has no longer the interest of the olden yean 
find it were better elosed,*'
